Our primary objective is to activate South Sandwich and South Georgia with a goal 
of providing as many Dxers as possible a "new one" with these rare DXCC entities 
and, as a secondary objective; we will focus on low- band contacts. 


The team consists of fourteen operators including: Paul Ewing/N6PSE (Co- 
Leader), David Collingham/K3LP (Co-Leader), Bill Beyer/N2WB, Arnie 
Shatz/N6HC (Team Physician), Dmitri Zhikharev/RA9USU, Jun Tanaka/JH4RHF, 
Krassimir Petkov/K1LZ, David Jorgensen/WDSCOV, Al Hernandez/K3VN, Craig 
Thompson/K9CT, Jay Slough/K4ZLE, Kevin Rowett/K6TD, Stephen 
Wright/VE7CT, and Mark Stennett/NA6M. 


The group plans to have six stations on the air from 10 through 160 meters with 
SSB, CW and RTTY.
